RATE ACT

‘Right to Test Rate
Reduction Law m
Courts

Columbia, April 4.—Governor
Cooper yvesterday morning signed
the Foster telephone act restoring
rates and charges on all telephones
in the state, except companies own-
od in one or two counties, to their
status as of January 1, 1921. The

chief executive had announced a’

hearing on the act, passed by the
recent session of the legislature,
but Saturday called off this hear-
ing in view of the fact that he had
aiready reached a conclusion.

The act that became law is one

of the most important pileces of
legisistion put through by the
legislature at the 1922 session. It
makes null and void increasas in
telephone. rates allowed by the

railroad commission and puts these

It was indicated yesterday that
attornevs for the Southern Eell
Telephone company will go imme-

diately into the courts to determine !

the validity of the act, the compa-
ny having fought - the mcasure
throughout its course in the legis-
lature. Provision is carried in the

act for the telephone company to |

petition the railroad commission
for relief and the commission has
authority to reduce-or increase the
rates to be charged and the rates in
‘effect January 1, 1921. The com-
pany may go before the commis-
sion, but an appeal to the 2ourts is
also being contemplated.

In signing the act, the Zovernor
gave out the following statement in
regard to the act and the calling
off of the hearing:

In addition to th;s I would be
very reluctant to veto any measure
of statewide interest when the
legis‘x.atu-re wouid have no oppor-
tunity of passing on the veto until
January of next vear. I think that
any perseon interested inm any mat-
ter pending before any department
of the state government is always
entitled to a2 hearing, but where
it is so clear, as it is in this case,
that I could not have sufficient
time to give a hearing, and where
there is ample opportunity for the
same questions to be submitted 10
another department of the state
government, it seefns to me that
the hearing is not denied by my
acting as I have, but that it is sim-
ply- transferred to an appropriate
tribunal.”
